Owing to a scarcity of available horses the man- 
agement has decided to reduce the numlter of races 
to five each day. As soon as a suflicient number of 
the horsemen r**|**»rt their charges in tit nmdition 
to ran*, six races will 1 m* carded.

After the assault on Mr. Thomas 
Shilling was p<*i*mitt«*d to ride at the fall meeting 
at Pimlico and for that reason it was thought by 
many that a license would Im* granted him this year.

WALDO S ODDS NOW 3 TO 1. 



Kentucky Derby Favorite’s Price Has Been Ham- 
mered Down from 6 to 1 in Future Book. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 4.— The odds against Waldo 
in the future book on the Kentucky Demy have been 
hammered down from 0 to 1 to 5 to 1. Tim latter 
figure is not a liberal price against a horse witli a 
play or pay condition and shows the high estimation 
in which Waldo is held by local horsemen and turf 
enthusiasts. The future book was opened by two 
Louisville men January 1. and a fair (day has been 
r«*eciv«*d on many of tin* candidates. At the o|M*uiug 
of prices Waldo and Boca Grande ruled equal favor- 
ites around «> to 1, imt the price against the Fixer 
eligible lias now touched S to 1. 

It is the present intchtion of trainer Van Meter 
to send lMith The Fad and Toplaml to tin* post in 
the Derby. lie realizes fully the reputation of 
Waldo, hut says that one can never tell when a 
horse will run a disap|H>inting race, and that he 
considers it good policy to take a chance at the 
$6,000 prize. 

William Gerst. the Nashville brewer, who owns 
Donau. lias notified Lyman H. Davis, the raring sec 
rctary of the New Louisville Jockey Club, that bis 
colt is being pointed for the Kentucky Derby and 
that he is certain to Im* a starter if in proper condi- 
tion. Donau wintered at Cumberland Park and. ac- 
cording to bis owner, lias filled out remarkably. He 
is taking to his early work in an impressive manner 
and trainer George Ham thinks lie will In* fit on 
Derby day. As a two year-old. Donau had a consist- 
ent record. He started his racing career at Santa 
Anita Park and during the season faced the harrier 
forty-one times. Fifteen times lie finished in front 
and* fourteen times was third. In six other races 
h«* finished second, ln-ing outside the money hut six 
times and winning $6,980. 

Trainer Gass worked G. Reif’s Fighting R*»b thm* 
eighths in .‘HI;-, the colt going the first eighth in 12$ 
and the quarter in 23jj. The rumor is current tlrat 
the si mi of Knight of Ellerslie is a doubtful starter 
in the Kentucky Derby. George Reif lias the east 
ern racing bee in bis bonnet and. if Waldo shows 
up well in bis training in the next few days, owner 
Reif and trainer Gass think it would he senseless to 
stay Imre and play second fiddle to the son of 
Plumules when tlmir colt can race at Aqueduct 
and perhaps win two or three good races before the 
Derby is run. Tie* movement of the stable there- 
fore binges on what Waldo sliow$ be is capable of. 
If his work is up to expectations. Fighting Bob will 
pass up his Kentucky Derby and Camden Handicap 
engagements. 

Fred Eliza der. who is training a big string at 
Churchill Downs for J. R. Wamwright. thinks that 
he has a good jockey prospect in Howard Jones, a 
Lmisville noy, who will be the regular lightweight 
rider of the stable this season. Jones has shown 
steady improvement in the saddle. 

Colonel W. E. Applegate, who, as usual, spent the 
past winter in California, arrived home yesterday 
and lost no time in looking over his big string of 
horses in training at Churchill Downs in charge of 
tin* former colored jockey. William Walker. He 
looks for a rosy future for raring on the coast, now 
that tin* courts have upheld the oral system of lad- 
ting. 

Wayne Lewis has arrived from Tampa with a 
string of a dozen horses, including Nettie Bercaud. 
Red Hussar and Charlotte Hamilton. Among the 
two-year-ohls Lewis brought in was his Jean Bercaud 
and * Lit tie Vag filly, Allendale, an eligible to the 
Debutante Stakes. 

George ,T. Long’s Derby eligible. Don Antonio, 
worked a very satisfactory mile In 1:471 Saturday. 

Zienap. which will shortly Im.* shipped east with 
the rest of W. F. Schulte’s horses, cantered a mile 
in 1:46. 

At the present time 315 horses are quartered at the 
two Louisville tracks. Of this number 232 are lM*ing 
trained at Churchill Downs, while the remainder 
are at Douglas Park. A complete list of the owners

ColliNpiy has In ch doing exceptionally well and will 
be fitted for the inaugural dash, the opening race 
of the Chui chill Downs meeting. 

All doubt regarding the intention of William 
Walker as to starting G. M. Miller in the Kentucky 
Derby has been settled. Mr. Walker, who is winter- 
ing at his home near Toronto, Can., wrote Secretary 
Davis to the effect that the colt had been doing 
well in bis early work. “They won’t scare me out 
with their Waldo talk.’’ writes owner Walker. "I 
know Waldo is a wonderful racer and that he will 
in* a hard horse to heat if he is in good condition, 
bit t I have some horse myself, and on May 10 I 
will Im* at Churchill Downs with hells on. Do not 
overlook G. M Miller, my candidate. The son of 
Lissak will find no distance too far for him.” 



W. B. JENNINGS LOSES CACHE. 



New York. -‘April 4. — Walter B. Jennings, the 
California turfman, has suffered a serious loss before 
the opi-ning of the racing season. While his three 
two-year- olds were being shipped east he lost the 
prize of his small string when ills fillv Cache died on 
the ears. Shortly after being loaded Cache was taken 
with a fever and it grew steadily worse until she 
dh*d when Hie journey was nearly over. 

Cache was a brown daughter of Canopus and Du 
Barry and was valued by Mr. Jennings at $10,000. 
Tin* two remaining juveniles in the Jennings string 
are Grenhln. a bay gelding by Canopus out of Chry- 
salis. and Fair Star, a Day <*olt by Star SlM*»t. dam 
Fair Penitent. Grenida is a youngster of consider- 
able promise. These two shipped well. Within a 
few days the Jennings stable will be augmented by a 
string of six two-year-olds front Kentucky. They nr** 
nqiorted as being well advanced and a remarkably 
well-set-up lot of young ra<*ers.

WITH THE EASTERN TRAINERS. 



Horses Wintered on Long Island Tracks in More 
Advanced Condition Than for Many Years. 



New York. April 4. — Not for years liave the horses 
in training at the L*ng Island tracks tiecn in as ad 
vanced a condition as they are at this time. The 
recent warm weather lias afforded the trainers every 
opportunity, amt though no work of a sensational 
nature has 1m*cii reported from Gravesend, Sheeps 
head Bay or Belmont Park, a greater number of 
horses are ready for the s|M*ed trials than ever be 
lore. All through tin* winter months there was a 
clean lull of health from every training stable, and 
trainers have a rugged lot to work oil for the coin- 
ing campaign. 

One marked change in the winter program, and 
one that lias undoubtedly been of iMiiefit. was that 
of permitting the horses to run out in the paddocks 
during the <-old weatlw r. At all three of the tracks 
tiiis has been the rule, and it probably has nmch 
to do with the present excellent physical condition 
of the thoroughbreds. Time was wh«*n the liorses 
that went into retirement in the fall were hahied 
and Idanketed iu warm stalls, and tlie doet<n**s hill 
was greater than that of the feed man. Now selling 
platers and stake horses alike are made rugged and 
strong by an abundance of fresh air and tin* fr;*e- 
dom of the paddocks in all tern |n*ra hires. 

Thomas Welsh, who has more than fifty horses in 
his care, will have a w«*eding-out auction sale in tiu* 
paddock of tlie Aqueduct track April lb. the day 
following the owning of tlie season by tin* Queens 
County Jockey Club. Welsh has liorses belonging to 
many different turfmen, and lie has Immui busily en- 
gaged for some time past in making liis selections 
for tin* sales ring, lie has not decided just how 
many will go under the hammer, hut it is probable 
that a considerable list of two-year-olds, all fairly 
well advanced in training, will Im* offered. Recently 
Welsh received a considerable shipment of horses 
that he will train for II. J*. Whitney, and with the 
horses of the Newcastle Stable, as well as other 
owners, lie will probably continue to have the largest 
racing establishment at Gravesend even after the 
w«*eding-out sale. 

John E. Madden has arrived from Hamburg Place 
and was a visitor Saturday at Sheepshead Bay. where 
his horses are in training. He has a string of a 
dozen two-year-olds,' besidies Hampton Court. Bishop 
and another three -year-old. Fitz Herbert, tin* cham- 
pion of last season, that was purebasrd from S. C. 
Hildreth for $40,000, is at Gravesend in the care of 
Frank Taylor. Mr. Madden said that he did not 
intend to hurry Fitz. and lie confidently expects that 
lie will come back the ssime champion in 1910 that 
he was last season. Of hi f s two-year-olds Madden 
had little to say beyond that he knew he had some 
good ones, and that he ex|M*ets to show that they are 
good ones lie fore the season is far advanced. 

tiny Garner, the lightweight jockey, who rode 
with excellent success during the winter at Juarez, 
has reimrted to Earl Linnell at Gravesend. He will 
keep fit hy exercising for Thomas Welsh and his 
employer. 

On Saturday James Rowe worked the James R. 
Keene t wo-yetir-ohls just a bit faster than has been 
his rale thus far this season, and some of the 
youngsters showed excellent s|M*»*d. They were sent 
along singly, and Marshall, the first exercise l»oy of 
the stable, had tlie leg up on most of them. One 
of the most impressive colts in tlie big string is 
Katomih, the son of Hamburg and Spendthrift, that 
was purchased at the yearling sales by Mr. Keene 
last summer. He went a quarter in 25g handily, 
and to many shrewd judges he aw**sirs tin* best of 
any that Rowe has shown. Candidate, the Voter — 
Mintcake **olt. reeled off his quarter in 24, with 
something in reserve at all times. Tlie fillies in tlie 
stable were sent three-eighths in from :J8 to 441, 
nicely in hand. While it is still early to make a 
prediction it lias lieen intiniat«*d that the Keene 
two-y ear-old string is the strongest the vice-cbnir- 
man of the Jockey (Tub has ever sent to the races. 

Norfolk, the six-year-old selling plater that George 
Perrin purchased from R. F. Carman last fail, broke 
down while lM*ing worked at Sheepshead Bay Satur 
day. IK* had Im*cu pulling up sore in nil of bis 
recent exercises, and yesterday, when sent with 
Dandy Dixon In* broke down so badly that it is doubt- 
ful if lie will he brought hack to the races this 
season. 

l Andrew G. Blakeley lias arrived at Sheepshead 
Bay from California with eight bNM that he will 
campaign in the east, including Blackford. Glenna- 
dvane. Perry Johnson and Pain Ghiqneto. The horses 
made tin* long trip across the continent in good 
condition and all unloaded safely. It is probable 
some of them will Im* seen under colors at Aqueduct. 

George W. Langdon will visit the Idle Hour Farm 
this week to look over the yearlings and the new 
foals that have come to the Kentucky stud that he 
owns in partnership with E. R. Bradley. Cunard. 
a young son of Goldfinch and Lucania, Is the premier 
stallion at Idle Hour, and he has already established 
an enviable reputation for himself. 



PENSACOLA SELLING RACE WAR ON. 



Pensacola. Fla.. April 4. — The miniature selling 
race war, started when Edward Corrigan hid up 
Goldsmith and led him to his stable, was resumed 
this afternoon with L. Seregni, former owner of 
Goldsmith in tin* stellar role, and Messrs. Corrigan 
and Daly the victims. Three representatives of the 
Corrigan -Daly stable. Toni Dolan. PIo Pico and Nehu- 
losus. scored victories during the afternoon and were 
promptly raised over their entered price*. Mr. Corri- 
gan was mulcted to the tune of $5nn when Tom 
Dolan was bid up this amount over his entered price 
of $:VW>. lie t lien* claimed Betli Goodwin for $310. 
Pin Pico and Nebulosus were each bid up $100. 

The tightest kind of odds were again offered and 
served to bring the layers’ profit to big proportions. 
The racing was interesting and enjoyed by a fairly 
large attendance, which included many ladies, who 
were admitted free.

DILLARD HILL REFUSES NUMEROUS OFFERS 
FOR WINNER AT M0NCREIF. 



Hoffman Shows Return to Good Form of Previous 
Season — Important Stables Taking 
Departure from Florida. 



Jacksonville, Fla., April 4. — Favorites and out- 
siders divided the honors at Monereif Park this 
afternoon. Tlie winning choices were Grover Hughes, 
Colonel Ashmcade and Hoffman. The latter ran a re 
markable race, leading all the way ami winning in 
a canter by twelve lengths. It was the first time 
during tin* entire meeting that this good sprinter 
showed anything like tin* form Im* displayed iu tlie 
east, and his connections profited handsomely over 
liis victory. Grover Hughes, winner of the two- 
year-old rate, is evidently a good racing prospect, 
as his owner had several offers for the eolt before lie 
went to the [»ost. R. L. Thomas was one of those 
anxious to secure him. He tried to purchase the 
youngster for $2,509. but Dillard Hill refused to 
accept that price. The last two raivs furnished the 
N*st contests of the afternoon. May Lutz and lb ■►ray 
just managing to get up in the closing strbies to 
win their resp«*etive races by the smallest of mar- 
gins. 

After Hoffman’s victory he was turned over to the 
association veterinarian by order of the judges. A 
report was sent back to the officials to the effect 
that tin* lM*rse had cooled out nicely anil W'as iu 
pro|H*r condition. 

At a meeting of the stewards of tlie Southern 
Jockey Club held this morning the liorses Otogo and 
Great Jubilee* were restored to g«M*l standing, and 
in future they will be traiiHMl by John Shields.
